Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  tho  year  ended  31st  December,  1968. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presonting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  tho  population  of  tho 
district  at  mid  June,  1968  liras  6,020  which  is  300  more  than  the 
estimate  for  1967. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  tho  district  was 
111  which  is  21  fewer  than  in  1967.  The  crude  birth  rate  for 
the  year  was  18.4  (adjusted  21.3)  per  1,000  population.  The  birth 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancashire  were  16*9 
and  17.32  (adjusted  17=84)  respectively.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
live  births  was  7  as  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year. 

Illegitimate  live  births  were  therefore  6.4/o  of  the  total  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  for  tho  year 
I968  was  63  which  is  11  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Tho 
crude  death  rate  was  10. 5  (adjusted  10. 4)  per  1,000  population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  and  for  Lancashire  were 
11.9  and  12.28  (adjusted  13.26)  respectively. 

Tho  registrar  General  provides  a  tablo  giving  tho  causes  of 
doath  in  age  groups  and  this  tabic  is  reproduced  in  tho  Report. 

The  International  Classification  of  Diseases  and  Causes  of  Death 
has  been  revised  and  tho  table  uses  the  now  classification  which 
makes  accurate  comparison  with  last  years  figures  difficult  in 
some  instances.  It  will  bo  seen  from  the  table,  however,  that 
31  of  the  63  deaths  occurred  in  persons  75  years  of  ago  or  over 
and  a  further  17  wore  between  65  and  75  years  of  ago.  These  two 
groups  together  account  for  48  of  the  63  deaths. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death  heart  diseases  was  again  tho 
largest  single  cause  with  29  deaths  which  was  9  more  than  in  tho 
previous  year.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease  numbering  10  were  - 
2  more  than  in  1967.  It  is  pleasing  to  noto  however,  that  none  of 
those  deaths  wore  due  to  lung  cancer.  There  wore  4  deaths  caused 
by  lung  cancer  in  1967.  Ccrebro-vascular  lesions  (strokes)  accounted 
for  11  deaths  which  is  4  more  than  in  1967*  Again  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  for  the  fifth  successive  year  there  were  no  doaths 
attributable  to  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  doaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  ago  was 
one  -  tho  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  ono  still¬ 
birth  during  the  past  year. 

Turning  now  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  it  is 
found  that  the  total  number  of  notifications  was  48  as  compared 
with  115  in  1987.  It  must  be  noted  however,  that  these  two 
figures  are  not  strictly  comparable  as  certain  important  changes 
were  made  regarding  notification  procedure,  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  and  in  the  provisions  applicable  to  oach  disease. 
These  changes  were  brought  about  by  tho  coming  into  operation  of 
the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations,  1968  on  15th 
June,  1968,  the  Hoalth  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968  (Part 
111)  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968 
on  1st  October  1968.  Further  references  to  these  changes  is  made 
in  the  report.  Measles  accounted  for  8  of  the  notifications  in  the 
past  year  as  compared  with  92  in  the  previous  year.  Although  a  general 
scheme  of  vaccination  against  measles  was  introduced  during  1968  it 
is  hardly  likely  that  this  accounts  for  tho  reduced  incidence 
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Outbreaks  usually  occur  in  alternate  years.  Vaccination  against 
measles  involved  only  one  injection  and  is  available  from  general 
medical  practitioners,  child  welfare  centres  and  school  clinics  for 
children  1-15  years  of  age.  Parents  arc  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  this  protection  for  children  who  have  not  had  measles  but  it  must 
bo  stressed  that  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  smallpox, 
diptheria,  poliomylotis,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  are  still  as 
vitally  important  as  ever. 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  1968  -  there 
were  no  notifications  of  tuberculosis  in  the  previous  year.  The 
accommodation  provided  for  ti  e  elderly  at  Townoley  House  in  the  form 
of  32  flatlets,  warden* s  flat,  visitors’  room,  common  room  and  laundry 
continues  to  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  and  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  residents  who  enjoy  a  largo  measure  of  independence  whilst 
at  the  same  time  have  a  sense  of  security  in  the  knowledge  that  help 
is  at  hand  should  it  be  required. 

The  County  Council's  new  school  clinic  and  child  welfare  centre 
to  replace  the  existing  outmoded  premises  is  now  in  course  of  erec¬ 
tion.  The  site  will  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  general  medical 
practitioner  accommodation  should  this  be  required  in  the  future. 

A  perusal  of  the  Report  will  indicate  that  careful  attention 
has  been  devoted  to  environmental  health  matters  such  as  food 
hygiene,  rodent  control,  refuse  collection  and  disposal  and  my 
sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Iir.  V.  IT.  Page,  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  his  willing  assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Highways  Committee  for  their 
continued  support  and  oncouragoment.

Laboratory  Services

Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  caters  for  every  aspect  of 
the  public  health  work  of  a  local  authority  relating  to  the 
bacteriological  and  pathological  exminations  of  samples  and  specimens.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  envisaged  by 
Section  47  of  the  above  Act. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  exercise  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951* 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them 
to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Where 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical 
practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of  a  person  to  whom  Section 
47  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  applies,  it  is  necessary 
in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the 
promises  in  which  ho  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal 
order  may  be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  Any 
order  made  under  those  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks. 


Over  60 ' s  Club 

Tho  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  F.  Singleton,  openod 
the  new-  extension  to  tho  Over  6o's  Club.  This  provided  much  more 
accommodation  for  the  members  and  advantage  has  been  taken  by  a 
larger  number  of  people  in  tho  facilities  provided. 
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COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICE  IN  THE  AREA 


There  are  a  variety  of  Health  Services  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  operated  in  the  area  and  which  are  under  the 
control  of  the  No.  4  Divisional  Health  Committee,  East  Cliff 
County  Offices,  Pishergate,  Preston,  telephone  Preston  54868 


Ambulance  Service 


The  ambulance  needs  for  Longridge  are  supplied  by  the 
service  operated  from  Broughton  House,  Garstang  Road,  which 
deals  with  most  of  the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  4  north 
of  the  Ribble,  of  which  Longridge  forms  part.  The  ambulance 
vehicles  are  under  radio  control. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Service 

A  team  of  six  nurses  serve  the  Longridge  and  district 
area.  The  duties  of  these  nurses  include  care  of  patients  in 
their  own  homes,  and  they  arrange  for  the  loan  of  nursing 
equipment  in  suitable  cases.  Expectant  mothers  who  are 
confined  at  home  are  also  attended  by  them. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  helps  are  employed  in  Longridge  and  help  a  variety 
of  cases  including  confinement,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity 
and  tuberculosis  cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where 
needed. 


Child  Welfare  Centre 


There  is  a  weekly  Child  Welfare  session  held  at  the 
School  Clinic,  30,  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge,  every  Tuesday 
afternoon.  A  doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend  and  give 
advice  on  infant  caro  and  management.  Baby  foods  are  also 
sold  at  the  centre. 


School  Medical Service 


Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the 
School  Clinic,  30,  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge.  Clinic  sessions 
are  held  for  a  variety  of  treatments  including  minor  ailments, 
dental  care  and  ophthalmic  conditions.  The  County  Council 
make  special  provisions  for  residential  schooling  for 
various  categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the  blind, 
partially  sighted,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptics,  dolicate  and 
backward. 


Convalescent  Care 


In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission 
of  patients  to  convalescent  homes. 

Welfare  Service 


Residential  homes  arc  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and 
infirm  persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  adequately  care  for 
them.  Handicapped  persons  aro  also  assisted.  One  such  home  - 
Pell  View  is  situated  in  Longridge  and  accommodates  51  persons. 

A  free  chiropody  service  ia. available  for  elderly  perople, 
registered  for  handicapped  persona  and  expectant  mothers.

The  total  notifications  of  48  oases  of  infectious  diseases  compared 
xiith  cases  in  1967* 

The  large  decrease  in  infectious  disease  notifications  was  mainly 
due  to  there  being  92  measles  in  the  previous  year  as  against  8  cases 
in  the  present  year. 

The  greatest  number  of  cases  in  a  single  disease  is  infectivo 
jaundice  there  being  22  as  against  one  reported  last  year. 

An  outbreak  of  infectivo  jaundice  occurred  in  a  group  homo, 
precautions  were  taken  and  no  further  cases  were  reported. 

One  school  early  in  the  year  had  a  number  of  absentees  due  to  sickness 
and  diarrhoea,  investigations  wore  carried  out,  no  organisms  were 
isolated  to  cause  the  outbreak. 

A  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  notified,  it  was  found  that  the  mother 
of  tho  patient  was  employed  in  a  dairy  in  the  district-.  The  mother  was 
excluded  from  work  until  the  comploto  recovery  of  tho  patient  was 
reported. 

The  above  table  takes  into  effect  the  changes  in  legislation  covering 
the  notification  of  infectious  diseases  which  come  into  operation  during  the 
year.  The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  consolidated 
with  amendments  all  previous  Regulations  relating  to  the  notification  and 
prevention  of  infectious  disease  except  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925*  'The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act, 

1968  covered  various  aspects  of  notification  and  prevention  of  infectious 
diseases  and  food  poisoning. 

The  main  amendments  ares- 

Tot nus  and  yellow  fever  were  made  notifiable  for  tho  first  time  in 
this  country  as  well  as  loptospirosis,  which  was  previously  notifiable  only 
in  certain  areas.  Infective  Jaundice  was  also  mado  notifiable  during  the  year. 

Acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  puerperal 
Pyrexia,  acute  Rheumatism  Erysipelas  and  Membranous  Croup  ceased  to  bo 
notifiable.

The  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  to  introduce  a  .scheme  aimed  at  eradicating  brucellosis  from 
the  ca-ttle  population  of  this  country  is  most  welcome.  Milk 
infected  with  brucellosis  organisms  can  cause  the  disease  knoxvn 
as  undulant  fever  ifa  man  and  whilst  pasteurisation  of  milk  effectively 
destroys  the  infection  the  aim  must  obviously  be  to  eradicate  the 
disease  from' cattle  in  this  country  as  has  already  been  done  in 
several  others.  This  scheme  will  not  only  serve  the  interests  of 
human  and  animal  health  but  will  also  improve  agricultural 
productively  and  it  is  hoped  that  its  implementation  will  bo 
vigorously  pursued  by  the  Ministry. 
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The  table  belows  shows  that  63  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted 
for  examination  for  brucellosis,  seven  failed  the  Ring  Test,  and  the 
culture  test  but  all  were  satisfactory  with  regards  to  the  biological 
tests.

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MEAT 


There  are  five  moa±  shops  situated  in  the  district, 
improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  bring  the  standard 
up  to  date,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  shops  are 
satisfactory. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  which 
provides  the  meat  for  two  of  the  shops.  The  slaughterhouse 
though  small  has  been  designed  and  improved  to  comply  with  the 
Slaughterhouse  Regulations. 

Only  first  class  animals  are  slaughtered,  t/hich  results  in  only 
a  minimal  amount  of  moat  being  condemned,  consisting  mainly  of 
livers  affected  by  fluke  and  some  parasitical  conditions.  There 
was  no  whole  animal  condemned  and  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis 
was  found. 

One  hundred  and  forty  seven  cattle,  six  hundred  and  twenty 
four  sheep  end  forty-eight  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  inspected 
during  the  year,  of  those  animals  28  cattle,  108  sheep  and  1 
pig  had  some  part  or  organ  condemned.  No  case  of  Copticorcosis 
was  found,  therefore  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out 
refridgeration  treatment  to  any  carcaso. 


FOOD  HYGIENIC 

Improvements  have  boon  carried  out  to  some  of  the  food 
shops  in  the  district.  Thore  has  been  one  or  two  cases  of  a 
'facelift'  being  given  to  shops  which  has  helped  the  shop¬ 
keeper  to  maintain,  the  shop  as  required  by  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  notices  bo  displayed 
in  food  shops,  that  customers  do  not  bring  their  dogs  into  the 
shop.  There  has  boon  good  co-operation  by  the  shopkeepers  and 
the  signs  appear  to  be  having  a  satisfactory  effect. 


CLEAR  AIR 

The  general  position  regarding  smoke  emmissions  have  been 
satisfactory  only  in  two  cases  has  it  been  necessary  to  investigate 
complaints  from  industrial  plants. 

The  Health  Committee  have  resolved  that  some  action  be  taken 
regarding  smoke  controll  areas  and  a  survey  has  Ibo  bo  carried 
out  to  formulate  a  plan  of  action  in  the  near  future. 
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MATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  sup  ly  to  tho  Longridge  area  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Preston  and  District  Mater  Board  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr. 

J.  F.  Bailey,  the  Mater  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying  the 
statistics  relating  to  the  water  supplied  to  Longridgo.  The  supply 
continues  to  bo  an  upland  water  source  collected  from  Longridgo 
Fell,  water  being  piped  from  the  Dilworth  Reservoir  situated  abevo 
the  township.  Tho  quality  has  been  good  and  no  complaints  of  tain¬ 
ting  haieo  been  received.  No  restrictions  wore  put  on  tho  use  of 
water.  The  supply  throughout  the  year  boing  plentiful. 


Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  been 
carried  out  at  the  laboratory  in  Chapel  Brow,  Longridge  whero 
weekly  tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a  routine  measure 
throughout  the  year. 


In  the  case  of  the  Longridgo  water  supply,  18  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  wator  from  taps  on  consumer’ s  premises  were 
taken  and  2  samples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs.  All  tho  treated 
water  samples  proved  satisfactory.  Two  chemical  analyses  wore 
carried  out  and  were  satisfactory.

The  Public  Health  Inspector1 s  Report 

for  the  year  ended  December,  1968. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  to  you  my  twenty-first 
annual  report,  covering  the  enviromental  health  of  the 
district  of  Longrid&e,  together  with  the  details  on  the 
many  aspects  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  health  depart¬ 
ment. 

Much  of  the  work  is  routine  and  repetitive  and  generally 
the  conditions  found  have  been  satisfactory.  Micro  it  has 
been  necessary  to  take  informal  action,  co-operation  has  been 
obtained  without  the  necessity  to  take  statutory  action. 

A  greater  amount  of  time  and  work  is  being  expended  on 
the  control  of  pests  and  vermin  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  treatments  carried  out  for  rod  mite,  ermine 
noth  caterpillar,  cockroaches,  rats  and  nice. 

The  number  of  persons  applying  for  improvement  grants  has 
fallen,  but  present  trends  indicate  that  the  number  of 
applications  will  bo  more  than  doubled  during  1969. 

There  is  a  real  opportunity  for  owner  occupiers  to 
improve  their  houses  whore  there  is  a  l'ck  of  the  standard 
amenities.  There  arc  a  number  of  stone  built  houses  upwards 
of  100  years  old  which  would  benefit  from  ouch  improvements, 
thereby  obviating  the  nocossity  of  taking  action  under  tho 
Housing  Acts.

HOUSING 

There  were  73  new  dwelling  constructed  during  the  year  one  less 
than  last  year,  no  houses  were  built  by  local  authorities  or  housing 
societies..  New  development  by  private  enterprise  is  accounting  for 
about  75  to  100  new  houses  or  bungalows  each  year. 

The  councils  own  290  council  houses  and  plans  are  being  prepared 
for  the  erection  of  27  houses  and  flats  on  land  cleared  by  the 
demolition  of  10  Arcon  bungalows. 

One  house  was  closed  as  a  result  of  action  under  Section  17  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957*  Four  houses  awaiting  demolition  are  to  be 
demolished  in  the  new  year. 

There  are  20  houses  awaiting  action  for  closing  and  demolition. 

During  routine  inspections  15  houses  were  found  not  to  be  in  all 
respects  fit  but  capable  of  being  rendered  fit.  Thirty  houses  wore 
mado  fit  by  informal  action  and  agreement  with  tho  owners. 

Ten  applications  were  submitted  and  eleven  approved  for  a  full 
standard  grant  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  and 
Housing  Acts,  I96I  and  1964.  Work  was  completed  in  the  case  of  22 
of  the  applica 

No  applications  were  received  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act,  1957* 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  work  in  the  Rodent  Control  department  has  increased  over 
the  previous  year,  both  in  the  number  of  premises  visited  and 
treated  and  the  infestations  found.  The  greatest  increase  has 
been  in  the  number  of  infestations  by  mice. 

It  has  been  found  neccessary  to  change  the  type  of  poison 
used  to  be  sure  of  complete  success. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  one  part-time  operator  and  when 
necessary  assisted  by  a  second  fully  trained  operator,  mainly 
when  carrying  out  treatments  to  sewers. 

The  members  of  the  public  are  co-operating  quite  well  in 
reporting  infestations.  Free  treatments  are  provided  for 
domestic  premises,  farms  and  commercial  premises  are  charged 
on  a  time  and  material  basis.  The  council  does  not  enter  into 
any  contracts  for  treating  premises. 

The  annual  ten  per  cent  test  bait  carried  out  to  the 
sewers  reavaled  a  small  infestation  in  one  section  of  the 
system  this  was  treated  twice  during  the  year.

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DRAINAGE 


During  the  year,  eight  conversions  of  -waste  -water  closets  were 
carried  out  and  two  pail  closets  were  converted  to  wash  down  water 
closets,  this  action  being  the  result  of  owners  talcing  advantage 
of  the  provisions  of  the  standard  grants. 

There  are  now  26  waste  water  closets  requiring  conversion,  26 
pail  closets  are  emptied  each  week,  this  number  will  be  further 
reduced  by  applications  for  grants  to  carry  out  improvements  to 
their  properties. 

There  are  41  premises  not  on  the  water  carriage  system  in  the 
district . 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  providing 
the  meat  requirements  of  two  butchers  shops. 

A  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  animals  is  carried  out  the 
number  of  animals  dealt  with  during  the  year  being  819,  cows 
sheep  and  pigs,  the  details  of  the  condemnations  are  tabulated  below. 

AH  the  animals  killed  were  young  and  of  first  class  quality, 
no  serious  conditions  of  disease  was  found. 

In  no  animal  was  Cysticercosis  found  to  be  present.  The  weight 
of  meat  condemned  amounted  to  537  lhs  and  was  disposed  of  to  a  factory 
which  carries  out  steam  sterilisation  before  resale. 

There  are  two  poultry  processing  plants  operating  in  the  district 
with  a  through  put  of  approximately  50,000  birds. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out,  though  it  is  not  possible 
to  make  a  daily  inspection  during  slaughtering.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


No  serious  Breakdown  occurred  during  the  year,  and  a  weekly 
refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  during  the  period,  despite 
some  very  inclement  weather. 

There  has  Been  a  largo  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  collected 
together  with  an  oner ease  in  the  number  of  houses  served  and  though 
the  larger  machine  purchased  last  year  has  been  able  to  handle  the 
refuse,  the  present  growth  of  the  area  will  necessitate  some  expansion 
in  the  service. 

The  present  staff  consists  ofs-  1  drivcr/loader 

4  loaders 
1  tip  attendant 
1  part-time  rodent  operator/ 
handyman 

1  spare  loader  handyman 

The  present  machine  is  a  diesel  engined,  25  cubic  yard  capacity 
rear  loader  with  fore  and  aft  tipper  with  a  packer  plate. 

In  addition  pail  closets  arc  collected  by  means  of  a  special 
trailer,  hitched  to  a  land-rover,  the  number  of  pails  collected 
reduces  each  year  as  improvements  are  carried  out,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  this  system  of  night  soil  collection  will  cease  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  moans  of  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Railway  Quarry  and  the  work  of  maintaining  the  tip  is  carried  out 
by  the  employment  of  one  full  time  tip  attendant,  using  a 
Heather  ill  tractor  with  a  -g-  cub.  yard  hydraulic  bucket.  The  tractor 
is  a  four  whoclcd  drive  machine  with  a  lifting  power  of  33,000  lbs 
and  has  proved  very  successful  in  excavating  covering  materials 
to  enable  the  tip  to  be  covered  daily. 

In  addition  to  Longridge  refuse,  the  domestic  and  trade 
refuse  from  Fulwood  U.D.Co,  is  dealt  with  and  approximately  125  tons 
of  domestic  rofuse  handled  a  week. 

There  are  plans  proposed  for  tho  acquisition  of  another  site 
for  tipping  purposes  and  if  successful  tho  present  tip  will  then 
cease  to  be  used  in  about  12  months  time,  after  which  the  original 
proposal  of  making  the  site  into  a  recreational  area  with  football 
and  cricket  pitches  will  be  carried  out  to  filla  much  needed  want 
in  the  area. 

There  was  no  serious  invasion  of  flics  during  the  year,  this 
was  controlled  by  daily  covering  and  the  use  of  liquid  and  powder 
insecticides. 

SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  collections  has  increased  by  2.7  cwts.  ,  per  month 
per  1,000  population,  when  compared  with  figures  of  the  previous 
year  and  though  this  is  an  improvement,  it  is  hoped  that  better 
results  will  be  obtained  next  year. 

The  gross  receipts  on  tho  sale  of  paper  salvage  being  £1176 
as  against  £1027  in  1967° 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  price  paid  for  waste  paper 
during  the  year,  by  Thames  Board  Mills,  at  Warrington,  with  whom 
tho  Council  have  had  contracts  with  for  the  past  33  years.
